you paſt belief—If any Emery or Dirt is on, be careful it is firſt ſcraped off.— The 
Paſte will hang to the back of the Razor at firſt uſing, but you muſt keep working 
it on the Strop and it will ſtick faſt enough afterwards, —lt is neceſſary to renew the 
Strop with freſh Paſte when by uſe it will not give an edge.——(T Be particular to 
read the red Directions on the Caſe of the Strop before you ule it, —The Proprietor 
himſelf has ſtrop'd a Notch out of his own common Sixpenny Knife, and ſhav'd 
himſelf dry (though a hard Beard without a Lather.) much cleaner and ſmoother 
than he has done for many years back, | 2

as powerful an effect on fteel by way of poliſhing, and give a fine tho not a wirey- 
edge to any ſmall Inſtrument not larger than a common caſe-knife, one particular 
remark is neceſſary, when you ſhave lay the razor flat on your Face, and bear very 
light for the compoſition has the power to make the edge of the Razor too ſharp, is 
a reaſon that the other ſide of the ſtrop is to counter-a& and bring the Razor to ſuit 
your own Beard, whether hard or ſoft, the Strops are ſold for gs.
